Council Criticized 


Criticism of the way annexation 
proceedings were handled at t 
City Council meeting last week was 
answered today by Mayor Charles 
P. Burgess. 

The council was criticized for 
leading property owners to believe 
that the plan to annex the Garland 
and adjacent properties was dead, 
and then, after the protestants had 
gone home, introducing another 
resolution restarting annexation 


be allowed—as now—as long as the 
majority of people in the district 
want them. 

The city will use its legal protec- 
tion to maintain the rural atmos- 
phere, property owners were told. 

Members of the commission and 
property. owners discussed, inform- 
ally, minimum size of property. 
Some owners favored 20,000 square 
feet (approximately half an acre 
some 10,000. Under the county, the 
present zoning allows a minimum 
size of 10,000 square feet. The Plan- 
ning Commission explained that 
these aré minimum sizes, and that 
property may be any size larger.

Anderson Blames 
Dostoffice Heads, 
Not Congress 


Rebuking recent circulated infor- 
mation concerning the reasons why 
postal service has been curtailed in 
various cities and communities 
throughout the U. S., Congressman 
Jack Z. Anderson of this district 
issued a statement this week that 
“it is time the facts were made 
known.” 

Anderson referred to (1) post- 
masters who have gone so far as 
to state publically that Congress 
has not provided sufficient funds, 
therefore postal service must be re- 
duced; (2) requests for the exten- 
sion of city delivery service that 
have not been granted for the same 
reason. 

In attacking these rumors the 
Congressman said:

| After the recess, the council went 
on to other matters. When the 
jtime came for new business, the 
‘city attorney dropped a bombshell. 

He said an amendment to the an- 
\nexation act was passed by the 
' state legislature this spring and was| 
signed by the governor on May 29. 

The amendment broadened the 
act so that the City Council had 
the power to annex without an elec- | 
tion if up to 11 voters lived in the 
area. 

This gave the council its needed} 
jurisdiction. With another resolu- 
tion, it began the annexation anew. 

During the recess, Burgess ex- 
plained, councilmen and the attor- 
ney discussed boundaries for the 
annexation in preparation for a 
new resolution. (They decided to 
follow the same boundaries as out- 
lined in the previous resolution, ex- 
cept for relatively minor changes). 

Burgess said the council felt it 
@as better to say nothing about 
the new resolution until it was 
completely drawn up. 


He pointed out that the protest 
hearing was for the old resolution, 
not the new, and that property 
owners still have plenty of time 
to protest the annexation. A for- 
mal protest hearing will be held 
July 1 at 8 p.m. at the City Hall. 

The annexation can be defeated 
at that time by protest of the own- 
ers of property comprising more 
than 50 per cent of the assessed 
valuation in the area. 

The protests must be in writing, 
must state the name or names of 
the owners of the property affected 
and must describe the property in 
general terms and give its area.

Brother (or Sister) Where You Been? 


We are always pleased to receive letters at the RECORDER of- 
fice. We are happy to print them when they carry authentic signa- 
tures. We are glad to publish them under pseudonyms when the 
writers arc known to cur staff. But unsigned letters can not be used 
in the “fron: Our Readers” column. 

This week we have a communication from “A Menlo Resident.” 
Though we are not fond of anonymous notes we are never irritated 
with any one or anything containing a bit of revealing truth. This 
letter does call attention to an idea. Of course only a small percent- 
age of new ideas are good ideas. This may be a good one to call to 
your attention or it may be a bad one, depending upon what it stirs 
up in your mind. 

This is the letter: 


“Editor Recorder 
Dear Sir: 

It seems to me that the Menlo Park Chamber of 
Commerce could chose a more suitable trade mark 
than a reproduction of the atomic bomb explosion. 

Imagine my surprise to find one window of our 
city hall filled with a cardboard representation of an 
- exploding atom bomb. Symbol of death and destruc- 
ot tion. And why is it painted green? It certainly is 

in poor taste. 


A MENLO RESIDENT.” 


Who is not able to recognize long familiar and beloved objects by 
their silhouettes? The sturdy trunk and over-hanging branches of 
sheltering Menlo oaks make an outline as unmistable as the new 
moon’s crescent. Though we ran across this profile on the edge of 
the Sahara we would at once salute it. 

Why then, when painted green and posted in our City Hall in 
the very center of our multitude of Oak trees, should this appropri- 
ate emblem of our municipality remind one passer-by of the destruc- 
tive, death-dealing atomic bomb? 

Well, they do look alike—the outline of our Menlo Oak and the 
shape of that dreadful explosion when th e Atomic bomb was drop- 
ped into the southern seas. 

And what can be gained by recognizing the similarity? 

The likeness can remind us to be grateful. Whether we walk 
or we run down Santa Cruz avenue one glance at the symbol of 
beauty, dignity and protection, that our Chamber of Commerce has 
chosen to represent Menlo Park, may give us the inspiration to say, 
“Thank God for Menlo’s mighty oaks. May they never succumb to 
atomic bombs”. 


Morticians Or Physicians? 


It is reported in the press than Dr. Warren, dean of the Medical 
School at UCLA, believes medical preparation for the eventuality of 
an atomic war should be the concern of every physician. 

Though it is a macabre suggestion it seems equally reasonable to 
recommend that the undertakers be prepared for the results of 
atomic conflicts, for if atomic war is once begun we will have more 
need for morticians than for physicians. 

We hear rightly said, “We dare not have atomic war. It will 
mean the end of civilization.” Yet a civilization sufficiently advanced 
to recognize this threat to its very existence is still in a moral stage 
of advancement so low that it can be held in check only by threats. 
It is fear of stronger forces alone that now keeps some of the world’s 
strong forces from enforcing slavery upon other people. 


Training For What? 


We believe that there is little likelihood of the United States 
enforcing a program of Compulsory Military Training. Certainly no 
intensive training of a year’s period could provide any defense against 
atomic warfare. 

Nor would a year’s training add to the educational advantages 
of our men of tomorrow if the emphasis were placed upon prepara- 
tion, for military service, rather than upon practical preparation for 
living in a world of peace where arts and skills of other than war- 
time nature would be of distinct aid in earning a living.. 

A program in the nature of training for peaceful efficiency may 

not be backed by administrations of the present, but we think such a 
training, with certain diciplinary accompaniments, would be a boon 
to millions of boys. 


Retail Prices 


A large grocery chain recently made a simple and sensible state- 
ment on food prices at retail. It observed that substanttal reduc- 
tions are impossible until costs to the retailer are cut. And it point- 
ed out that if its system were to operate without any profit whatso- 
ever this “would amount to a saving of less than four cents a day on 
the entire food bill of the average American family.” 

What is true of food is true of almost all other commodities. 
In general, retail profits and operating expense are as low as condi- 
tions permit. Competition, the most inexorable of all forecs, is tak- 
ing care of the operator whose profits are excessive. That is why 
such schemes as the Newburyport ten-per-cent-across-the-board price 
cuts died suddenly. Once stocks were sold, stores were unable to re- 
plenish them at prices which would make continuance of the cuts 
possible. They had to return to retail prices which would allow some 
profit. 

The cure for inflation is not easy. It has many phases—increased 
worker productivity, better and cheaper methods of production on 
farm and in factory; an honest effort by all workers and producers 
to do the best and most efficient job possible; and finally, sound and 
conservative government fiscal policy is essential to control of infla- 
tion. All of us, from the President of the country down to the day 
laborer, will have to do his part if prices are to be controlled and 

eventually reduced. 


‘A Year-Round Public Responsibility’ 


In May, the President’s Conference on Fire Prevention adopted ' 
an Action Program which should be put into effect in every state 
without delay. One of its essential proposals is that all governors 
appoint statewide fire safety committees and that each state hold a 
fire prevention conference to establish a practical line of action tail- 
ored to its own particular needs. 

The Action Program is all-inclusive. It contains recommenda- 
tions, framed by the leading fire prevention experts of the nation, 
on such vital matters as law enforcement, building construction, 
fire-fighting services, public education, and research. But it will be 
of no avail if states and communities fail to put it into effect. It 
offers the nation an opportunity—and it’s up to the people to accept it. 

No one can doubt that the magnitude of our fire loss constitutes 
a real national emergency. More than 10,000 lives ahd $561,000,000 
worth of property were destroyed last year. The total, unless it is 

checked, will be higher this year. Month after month, the figures have 
been rising. ‘ 

In opening the Conference, President Truman said: “Fire Pre- 
vention is a year-round public responsibility. I believe the highest 
state and municipal officials must assume greater responsibility for 
leadership in this field.” 

More important than state or city action, in fire prevention, 
is the responsibility of the individual. Now is the time to take es- 
pecial care in our California dry season.

It is, somehow, typical of San 
Francisco, where, many years ago, 
I witnessed the overturn of an en- 
tire city government for kicking 
the Law around to its own vast pro- 
fit.

The City of Menlo Park’s annual 
expenditures are primarily for the 
police department, the street de- 
partment and the parks and re- 
creation department. Of the three, 
the police department is the largést 
expense, consuming 40% of the pre- 
liminary budget for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1948. Is this ex- 
pense reasonable, or is it too high? 

The budget expenditure for the 
coming fiscal year is $30,700 for the 
police department, of which 80 per 
cent is for salaries. Automobile 
and motorcycle operation and ex- 
pense (including the cost of a new 
car less the trade-in) makes up an- 
other ten per cent. The other ten 
per cent includes telephone and ra- 
dio service, 
utilities, equipment, insurance and 
a uniform allowance. 

Most communities in San Mateo 
County seem to adhere to the rule- 
of-thumb measure of one police of- 
ficer for each 1,000 population. Men- 
lo Park’s seven men (including the

3 per cent less than our budget for 
next year. Throughout the State, 
salaries and costs have jumped since 
that fiscal year, and it is a safe 
bet that the average of these cit- 
ies’for next fiscal year will be well 
above our own figure.

The State Controller has publish- 
ed a tabulation of city expenditures 
by departments for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1946. Taking those 
cities which have made special cens- 
us counts since 1944, we find 22 with 
populations between 550 and 8500, 
making them roughly comparable 
with Menlo Park. The average ex- 
penditure for the police department 
in the fiscal year 1945-46 was $29,- 
191 for these twenty-two cities, or 


sessed valuation of the average res- 
idence in Menlo Park is $2,000, then 
the average family pays $8 a year, 
or "% cents a month for police pro- 
tection. Compare this with the 
charge of $2.00 a month made by 
a private patrol service in this area 
for a necessarily inferior service. 
There is no great credit due us for 
the greatly lower cost of the city 
service. That is due primarily to 
the fundamental reason for the or- 
ganization of a city; the furnishing 
of such services cooperatively is far 
cheaper than the cost of each fam- 
ily attempting to provide them 
through its own individual efforts.

ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
MENLO PARK PROVIDING 
FOR AND REGULATING THE 
HEIGHT OF HEDGES AND 
OTHER GROWTH, PROVIDING

GROWTH AND TREES, AND 
PROHIBITING OBSTRUCTION

LATION THEREOF. 


The City Council cf the City of 
Menlo Park does ordain as follows: 
SECTION 1: Any owner or occu- 
pant of a building, lot or premises 
shall keep trees, hedges and other 
growth in a sidewalk area adjacent 
to the premises properly trimmed 
in such a manner that the same 
shall not interfere with the free 
use Of sidewalks and roadways. 

SECTION 2: No trees, shrubs or 
other growth shall be planted or be 
maintained within the sidewalk 
area in front of any lot, parcel of 
property or premises in the City of 
Menlo Park without obtaining per- 
mission from the Superintendent 
of Streets of said City, who shall 
determine the species and location 
thereof. 

SECTION 3: No hedge, shrub or 
growth other than trees in the 
sidewalk area or within the lot or 
premises of any residence lot at a 
corner of intersecting streets in 
the City of Menlo Park shall be 
maintained or permitted at a 
height exceeding four (4) feet above 
the curb level within the area 
bounded by the property lines of 
the intersecting streets and a line 
joining points measured 60 feet 
along the center lines of the inter- 
secting streets from the point of 
intersection of said center lines; all 
trees in the sidewalk area, or with- 
in the area hereinbefore referred 
to and described in this section, 
|shall be so trimmed that the main 
|trunks thereof are exposed from 
the ground to a height of seven 
(7) feet above the curb level, and 
jno branches cr foilage over the 
jroadway shall be maintained or 
;permitted between the street level 
jand a height of nine (9) feet, and 
jno branches or foilage over the 
sidewalk area shall be maintained 
\or permitted between the sidewalk 
|level and a height of seven (7) feet 
|above such sidewalk. 

SECTION 4: Whenever the own— 
er Or occupant of any property in 
the City fails to remove or to trim 
trees, growth or hedges as herein- 
‘before provided, it shall be the

duty of the Superintendent of 
Streets to give written notice of 
such failure to comply with the 
provisions of this Ordinance to the 
owner, if known, or to the occu— 
pant if there be any, or, if the 
owner is not known and there is 
no occupant, to post such notice 
conspiciously on said property. The 


notice shall briefly describe the: 


work to be done and shall refer to 
this Ordinance and shall contain a 
notification that unless said work 
shall be done within thirty days 
after the service or posting of said 
notice, the street superintendent 
will cause such work to be done and 
that the costs and expenses thereof 
will be charged and made a lein 
against said property. 

SECTION 5: If said work is not 
done within thirty days after the 
service or posting of said notice, it 
shall be the duty of the Superin— 
tendent of Streets forthwith to pro- 
ceed to do the work and to put 
said property in the condition re- 
quired by this Ordinance. 

SECTION 6: As soon as said work 
is completed, the Superintendent of 
Streets shall render a statement 
showing the cost thereof and the 
property charged and _ thereafter 
deliver the same to the Tax Col- 
lector and thereafter said amount 
shall be a lein against said proper- 
ey, and shall, be collected at the 
same time and in the same manner 
as other City Taxes. 

SECTION 7: All Ordinances or 
portions of Ordinances of the City 
of Menlo Park in conflict herewith 
are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 8: This Ordinance shall; 


be published once in the Menlo Park 
Recorder, a newspaper _ printed, 
published and circulated in the Ci- 
ty of Menlo Park and shall take ef- 
fect and be in force thirty (30) days 
after its passage and adoption.

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Students Need Social 
Security Cards 


“School vacation means summer 
jobs for teen-agers, SO remember to 
get your social security cards, or a 
duplicate if the original one has 
been lost”, Edward J. Foley manag- 
er of the San Mateo Social Security 
office advised students today. “One 
of the first things an employer asks 
for is the social security card, so be 
prepared when you ask for a job. 
Be sure you have only one card and 
one number, since more than one 
number issued to a person means 
possible errors in wage accounts.” 

“Social security benefits are bas- 
ed on all wages recorded, and lack 
of a card or possession of more than 
one means proper benefits may not 
be paid when the time comes. This 
applies not only to the Federal old- 
age and survivors insurance pro- 
gram, but also to the State unem- 
ployment and disability insurance 
program, and railroad employ- 
ment.” 

The local social security office is 
at 22 North B St., San Mateo, and 
is open from 8:30 a.m. to 5:00 p.m., 
Monday through Friday. Applica- 
tions for social security cards should 
be brought in to the office, or mail- 
ed in. 

Foley also said that for the older 
members of the family the Social 
Security Administration urges that 
all persons working in jobs where 
social security deductions are made 
have their cards renewed if they 
have been lost, become illegible, or 
do not show the present name of 
the worker. Employers and em- 
ployees alike'can then be sure that 
accurate reports are sent in, and 
proper benefits paid when due. 
“When the employer looks at the 
card, and copies the number and 
the name from it to use in report- 
ing wages paid, very few errors can 
happen. Time and expense is thus 
saved all along the line,” Foley said.
